SPARKS FROM MARK 

West River Catholic Bishop 
Cupich shares about the gathering of 

our diocesan Priests that took place several weeks 
ago at Blessed Sacrament Church in Rapid City, in 
which the priests shared with one another their call 
to the Diocesan Priesthood—hearing the voice of 
Christ that said, “Come follow me.” 


For me it awaken my own call to follow Christ and 
to reflect once again how important my parents, 
family, the parish community of Blessed Sacrament, 
and Bishop Dimmerling were in nurturing and 
calling for the gift of priesthood within me. It was a 
good reminder for me, as I watch the “Fishers of 
Men” video, how all of us as priests were called in 
different ways—not one of us had the same 
vocational story. 

In his column this month. Bishop Cupich says, "The 
task before all of us now is to work together to 
invite the next generation to hear the ancient call of 
Christ. It is a call they need to hear not only from 
our priests, but also from our entire Catholic 
community it is a call which witnesses to the joy of 
committing one’s entire life to serving Christ and 
his people.” 

The Bishop also encourages, if we were not, as 
parish, praying the prayer for vocations as part of 
our liturgies, we should consider doing so. We 
have been praying the vocation prayer at OLBH as 
part of the Liturgy of the Hours morning and 
evening prayer during the week. In visiting with the 
Liturgy Committee, they agree that we should pray 
the Prayer for Vocations, but also to make sure we 


pray for all vocations as well, during our 
“prayers of the faithful” during our liturgies— 
including prayers for marriage, single life , 
consecrated life, and lay ministry. We will 
begin praying the Prayer for Vocations during 
the prayers of the faithful starting this 
weekend. 

I also wanted to invite all of you in the parish 
to an evening conversation with Bishop 
Cupich; on the state of vocations in the United 
States on Monday May 8 at OLBH at 7:00 
pm., Part of this evening will also be a chance 
to watch the newly released “Fishers of Men” 
video.

God’s passionate love for his people—for 
humanity—is at the same time a forgiving love. It is 
so great that it turns God against himself, his love 
against his justice. Here Christians can see a dim 


pre-figurement of the mystery of the Cross: so 
great is God’s love for man that by becoming 
man he follows him even into death, and so 
reconciles justice and love.
